Located in western Montana, Broadwater County is Montana's 35th most populous with 4,530 
residents, according to the 2004 Census Bureau estimates. Townsend, the county seat, is the 
state's 33rd largest city with a population of 1 ,9 14, according to the 2003 Census Bureau 
estimates.
